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ICC Issue 
Put on Ballot 


The Council approved a recom- 
mendation of the ICC to be placed 
on today’s ballot for a change in 
the by-laws of the ASSSC. The 
recommendation which is to be 
included in the new ICC consti- 
tution, deals with the member- 
ship of ICC, 

The recommendation is as fol- 
lows: “Every officially recog- 
nized campus organization except 
social fraternities is a member 
of, must pay such dues as re- 
quired by, and be represented at 
all regular meetings of the ICC.” 

There had been some confusion 
pertaining to the membership of 
the fraternities, but the IFC clar- 
ified their stand by recommend- 
ing to the Council that {raterni- 
ties not be represented at ICC. 
It was pointed out that the 
ASSSC constitution could be in- 
terpreted to include the IFC as 
an organization of ASSSC, and 
therefore qualified to have a rep- 
resentative to ICC. 

A move to accept the recom- 
mendation of the IOC was made 
by Mike Linn, ASSSC secretary- 
treasurer, and Was passed unani- 
mously. 

Wanci Pierce, ASSSC vice pres- 
ident, moved that the Council ac- 
cept a recommendation of the 
Student Cabinet to change the 
Policy of the Social Activities 
committee. 

The changes would pertain to 
the scheduling and applications 
for social functions. it defines 
“closed social functions,” as @ 
function open only to the mem- 
bers of the organization sponsor- 
ing the activity. An “open social 
function” ig one that is open to 
the student body as a whole. 

In the future it will be neces- 
sary to apply for closed functions 
one week in advance, and to ap- 
ply for open functions at least 
three weeks in advance. It was 
noted that not more than one 
open function may be scheduled 
per night. The policy was ex- 
plained by Mary Jo Sobkowsky, 
coordinator of social activities. 

Bruce Porter, ASSSC presi- 
dent, reported for the Board of 
Finance, which had two requests 
for allocations. The first was a 
request for money to be used in 
the Student Lounge. It would in- 
clude screens for the windows, 
and a cooler for the Business 
Manager's office. The second re- 
quest was for additional funds 
for the College Picnic, Both re- 
quests were passed. 

In other business the Council 
approved a new constitution for 
Lambda Alpha Epsilon, a law en- 
forcement organization, and 
changes for constitutions of three 
@ther clubs. The Council aiso 
agreed to handle the lost and 
feund auction for the Student 
Loan Fund Drive.

Larry Felion, Chairman of the 
Rally Committee, announced this 
week that petitions for member- 
ship in the Rally Committee will 
be available from Monday, April 
28, to Friday, May 9, in Mr.

Membership will be judged on 
the basig of information obtained 
from the petitions, and inter- 
views of applicants conducted by 
the Rally Committee officers.

Elections will be held today 
from 9 a.m, ’til 3 p.m. in 
Douglass Hall foyer, and the 
cafeteria patio, They are be- 
ing managed by Marcella 
May, co-ordinator of elec- 
tions.

Write-ins are eligible but must 
be marked in accordance with 
the preferential system.

Further investigation into 
the school showed that there are 
no fu))-time teachers, as such, 
employed at Art Center. The en- 
tire faculty is composed of major 
commercial artists who devote 
one day a week to teaching and‘ 
the remaining four to practicing 
their art Hardly a week goes by 
that one of the faculty members 
are not represented bv work in 
“the top magazines in the coun- 
try, including Fortune, New 
Yorker, Fsquire and Saturday 
Review. This fact has a big ef- 
fect on student morale. The stu- 
dents have the feeling that all of 
their work—and their work load 
is terrific will someday lead.to 
practical experience and profit. 
This feeling is justified in that 
approximately 89 per cent of Art 
Center graduates have jobs or 
job contacts upon graduating 
from the school. There is no 
doubt about it. bie things are 
happening at Art Center School 
and the serious commercial art 
student would do well to invVesti- 
gate the institution for graduate

THE PORTER REPORT:

In jast week's Hornet there ap- 
peared an editorial entitled “Why 
Have Student Government?” In 
this editorial, the editor made 
some statements that I would 
now like to answer. 

One conclusion of particular in- 
terest to me, Mr. Editor, that 
you seem to draw, is that student 
governments are a waste of time, 
that their work hardly seems 
worth the bother, and that hence 
there is no educational value de- 
rived from participating in stu- 
dent government. I think the fact 
that so many colleges and uni- 
versities do authorize the ex- 
istence of incorporated student 
associations speaks for itself. 
Student governments and the 
corresponding activities programs 
for which they legislate have 
proven to be a valuable addition 
to the educational] pursuits un- 
dertaken in the classroom. 

Student governments and the 
various activities programs they 
head, generate valuable and ed- 
ucational experiences for all 
participating students. For ex- 
ample, learning how to debate 
intelligently in areas of differ- 
ences, learning to accept respon- 
sibility for the execution of their 
own programs, learning how to 
meet and work with people, 
learning how delegate authority 
are all far reaching virtues. 

Participation in student gov- 
ernment serves two very real and 
valuable ends. It adds to the 
growth of the individual partici- 
pating for it give him an oppor- 
tunity to actively exercise his 
own judgment—a sobering and 
maturing influence. Secondly, the 
programs and activities that grow 
through the stimuli of student 
government are enjoyed by the 
many who participate; these pro- 
grams are formulated unselfish- 
ly for the enjoyment of others. 
Is enjoyment a bad thing? Should 
it be advocated that a library 
hush pervade the entire campus 
at all times, and that no voice 
ever &e raised except in intellec- 
tual debate? Why not then, omit 


all gaiety and cheer, and op- 
portunity to enjoy a variety of 
interest from all fields of tife? 

Our editor also stated that stu- 
dent governments unknowingly 
kowtow to administrative wishes. 
In commenting on ihis, I need 
oniy point out that even the 
President of our college is not 
completely autonomous for he is 
responsible to the State Depart- 
ment of Education and the State 
Superintendent of Education. This 
does not interfere with his suc- 
cessful programming of collegé 
life on our campus. 

Our student association has its 
role within ihe boundaries of our 
college and with our administra- 
tive staff. Complete self determi- 
nation without regard for any- 
one else could not be a success- 
ful rule of accomplishment in the 
complex world we live in today. 
Successful endeavor lies in a 
sharing of facilities, a sense of 
cooperation, a sharing of ideas; 
we exist in a system of coordina- 
tion, like gears meshing, not in 
a system of one faction dictating 
to another. 

Our student association could 
not exist without approval of the 
administration of our college, 
even as our college could not 
exist without the approval of the 
state legislature. We have our 
own area of free expression and 
free ideas. As long as we organ- 
ize our own programs to the bene- 
fit of the college, we are free to 
create, initiate, and develop pro- 
grams of our own.

You made three chorges against 
student government in your edi- 
torial las week, viz., it is inept, 
colorless and kowtows to admini- 
strative wishes. From these as- 
sertions you conclude that it is 
a waste of time and should be 
disbanded. 

I challenge your position, 

mister editor ... first of ali on 

logical grounds. Simply to assert 
that student governments are in- 
ept and “kowtow to administra- 
tive wishes” does not. make the 
assertion true. Where are the 
substantiating facts which lead 
you to this conclusion? Are you 
attempting to present a bona fide 
argument or are you just stating 
a personal opinion cloaked in 
pseudo-logical form? 

On the positive side of the 
ledger I submit the following 
points for consideration: 

(1) That student government 
has a genuine educative value. 
Participation in it serves to illus- 
trate to the student that his 
opinion are not universal and in- 
fallible, that others have opinions 
of equal value to them, and that 
each must be weighed against the 
interests of the whole to see it 
in its proper perspective. In short, 
student government's intrinsic 
value lies in tne fact that it is a 
practical experience in substitut- 
ing considered understanding for 
nreasoning, overt criticism. 

(2) That it is not necessarily a 
“bad” state of affairs :f all stu- 
dents do not exhibit a consuming 
interest in student government. 
Active participation in student 
government is a specialized tearn- 
ing experience which many do 
not feel a need for. Students with 
other interests do not, and should 
not be expected to reserve for 
student government a position of 
primary importance in their lives. 

(3) That student government 
on this campus does not “kowtow” 
to administrative dictatesy in fact, 
it possesses an extremely high 
degree of autonomy. To accuse it, 
by innuendo, of “kowtow ing” 
simply because it must operate 
within the broad outlines of ad-

ministrative policy is as patently 
vacouous an accusation as would 
be one accusing the city council 
of kowtowing to the state leg- 
islature simply because the city 
is bound by generai limitations of 
legislative policy. 

In addition, there ts one side 
issue which needs to he raised. 
Especially in a college news- 
paper we have the right to ex- 
pect intelligent, academic criti- 
cism .. . criticism based upon 
fact and dealing with concrete 
issues. I submit that you, Mr. 
Ed‘‘or, have given us a blatant 
exe iple of irresponsible criti- 
cism .. . a handfull of sweeping 
generalities, thinly cloaked in 
logical form, seeming to reflect 
not fact at all but rather the 
unevaiuated biases and prejudices 
of one person.
